The  Salmagundi  Club  was  organized  in  1871  —  seventy 
seven  years  ago  —  (since  1918  it  has  been  housed  in  its  own 
building  at  47  Fifth  Avenue,  just  south  of  Twelfth  St.)  From 
its  inception  Salmagundi  has  been  dedicated  to  the  advance- 
ment  of  American  Art.  Through  its  Artist  Members  and  Lay 
Members,  and  through  its  wide  circle  of  interested  patrons, 
it  has  fostered  a  sympathetic  bond  of  understanding  between 
professional  artist  and  laymen. 

One  of  the  strong  traditions  of  the  Club  is  the  Annual 
Auction  sale  of  works  by  members.  Each  year  the  Artist  Mem¬ 
bers  contribute  pictures  which,  after  a  prehminarj-  exhibition, 
are  sold  by  auction.  In  this  way  the  club  benefits  financially 
from  the  talents  and  generosity  of  its  Artist  Members.  The 
public  is  welcome  at  these  traditional  auction  sales,  which 
have  an  engaging  air  of  informality,  with  artist  club-members 
serving  as  auctioneers. 

During  the  Exhibition,  those  interested  may  view-  the  pic¬ 
tures,  making  notes  of  the  ones  for  which  they  would  like  to 
make  bids  at  the  sales.  The  exhibition  catalogue  includes  a 
schedule  of  the  dates  on  which  the  various  pictures  will  be 
auctioned.  Bids  may  be  left  with  the  galler>'  attendant  during 

the  exhibition  and  will  be  used  strictly  in  competition  with 
other  bidding  at  the  sale  proper.
